Most of tne ■ scenes 
are picturesque and artistic to a high degree, but 
as a dram stic com position it Is the stran g est mud­ 
dle It has ever been our fortune to witness. Wbo 
is the hero of tbe hour? Tbe Due de Richelieu or 
the Cavalier Fortune? A lter patiently aw aiting 
till the curtain fell to have th a t m ystery ex ­ 
plained we coniess our iuability to decide. AH we 
know 18 tb at Mr. S tu art Is th e hero—b u t la 
which character? 
Rich costum es au d clever 
scene palm ing are poor com peusatlon lor weak 
dialogue and a to tal absence ot logical construc­ 
tion and dram atic Interest.

It is for many reasons desirable that Con­ 
gress should act on the recommendation of 
the President, repeated from last year in bis 
annual Message, and relieve him from bis un­ 
pleasant reeponsibility. 
With the single ex­ 
ception of the Louisiana case, in which the 
first steps of General Grant were precipitate 
and ill-advised, he has evinoed praiseworthy 
caution and proper relucUnoe in interposing 
officially in the domestic politics of the South. 
When the application came from Texas he 
refused to interfere, and the result vindicates 
his wisdom, no State in the Union having 
been more quiet and orderiy thau Texas since 
his refusal. 
In the Arkansas excitemeot, last 
spring, be stood aloof as long as he could, 
and when he did act his recognition of Bax­ 
ter was so fit that it silenced adverse criti­ 
cism in every quarter. 
Had it not been for 
the New Orleans imeute under 
Penn in 
September, 
which 
compelled 
a 
£re..h 
interference 
in Louisiana, 
the President 
would 
have effaced 
the censure which 
fell upon 
him for abetting the Kellogg 
usurpation. 
But it was impossible for him to 
have acted otherwise than he did in Septem­ 
ber. although if he had been at liberty to 
abandon Kellogg at that stage Louisiana 
would have been thenceforward a quiet and 
orderly State. 
It is unfortunate that Con­ 
gress did not intervene last winter to save the 
President from the neceesity of going on in 
the path he mistakenly marked out for him­ 
self when he made Kellogg Governor. 
It is to be hoped that Congress will now come 
to the President’s relief and accept the reeponsi­ 
bility which belongs to that body in all similar 
cates. Were it not for the new complication 
in Louisiana, which may require immediate 
action, this whole class of questions might 
safely await the action of Congress. Arkansas 
has a government which is, unquestionably, 
supported by a large majority of the citizens, 
and nobody can doubt that the tranquillity 
of the State will 
be maintained by the

Not­ 
withstanding the ominous state of things in 
New Orleans we trust that the action of the 
Returning Board may lead to no disturbance 
of the peace, and that nothing may occur 
requiring the President’s intervention until 
Congress shall have had time to investigate 
the subject and define his duties. 
All the action of the President in cases of 
this kind is based upon an old law passed in 
the last century, by a Congress which bad no 
foresight of the kind of difficulties which have 
arisen since the civil war. 
Nothing is more 
certain than that the law of 1795 did not oon- 
¡ template a decision by the President between 
contesting candidates for State offices where 
the only point in controversy is which of two 
competitors was legally elected. 
Congress 
ought to amend the law and-adapt it to this 
class of cases, which never arose until within the 
last two years, but have since become so com­ 
mon. 
The wisest law that could be passed 
would be one forbidding any interference of 
the President with the result of an election and 
requiring him to support the officers whom an 
uninfluenced Board of Canvassers declared 
elected until Congress could make inquiries, 
and reverse the action of the State canvass­ 
ers if it found reasons to justify iuterven- 
tion for that purpose. 
Had such a law been 
in force two years ago this scandalous Louisi­ 
ana broil would not have arisen. 
No well in­ 
formed man doubts that if the President had 
been compelled by law to keep aloof two years 
ago, pending the action of the Returning 
Board in Louisiana, 
McEnery would have 
been declared elected and that order aud 
tranquilUty would have been maintained in 
the State during these years of turmoil and 
disgrace. 
There will be no end of such 
troubles if a partisan President is left free to 
step in before the returns of a State election are 
canvassed and cut the Gordian knot by meas­ 
ures for iustalUng the candidate supported by 
bis own party. 
It is indispensable that Con­ 
gress should define his duties in a matter eo 
delicate and so nearly touching the vital prin­ 
ciple of free institutioRS. 
’The President 
should be permitted to have nothing to do 
with declaring the result of a State election. 
This should be left entirely to State officers, 
acting under State laws, and it should be 
made the duty of the President to provision­ 
ally support their declaration, whatever it 
may be, and, if he doubts the validity of a 
State election as declared by the State can­ 
vassers, to submit the question to Congress, 
maintaining the officers returned as elected 
until Congress shall have acted on the ques­ 
tion. 
Had such a law been in existence two 
years ago President Grant would have escaped 
all the embarrassment, the South all the con­ 
fusion and the republican party all the scandal 
which started with the aid given to Kellogg’s 
usurpetion. 
It Is evident from President Grant’s recent 
Message that a more precise law on sub­ 
jects of this class would have rendered 
his duties easy and have saved him from 
much embarrassment 
After his intervention 
in favor of Kellogg he had doubts and mis­ 
givings as to the propriety of what he had 
done, and he has sinoe repeatedly referred 
the question to Congress, asking it to relieve 
him from a responsibility which he does not 
covet 
He feels that the present law leaves 
too much to his discretion, as is evident in his 
repeatedly asking Congress to review his ac­ 
tion in the Louisiana case, and to pat him on 
sure ground by either ipdorsing his course or 
prescribing a different one. 
President Grant 
himself does not believe that Kellogg was 
legally elected and legally declared Governor. 
He seems, in his last Mesiage, to indorse 
Senator Carpenters 
opinion that neither 
Kellogg nor MoEnery is legally entiUed to the 
office, and says that he supported Kellogg 
because be believed, on other grounds than 
the election returns, that Kellogg had a ma­ 
jority of the votes. 
Considering that the 
election retom s are the only admissible 
evidence 
in auob cases this 
admission 
of the President is sufficiently remarkable. 
That we may do him no injustice we Insert 
his language 
*T have heretofore called the 
attention of Congress to this subject, stating 
that, on account of the frauds and forgeries 
committed at said election, and because it ap­ 
pears that the returns thereof were never le- 


tbereby who were legally chosen. 
Bat, from 
the best sources of information at my com­ 
mand, I have always believed that the present 
State officers received a majority of the legal 
votes actually oast at that election." 
The 
frankness of this deelaration and its freedom 
from chicaning sophistry give it a claim to 
respect; but the confession of the Presi­ 
dent that hs decided who was Qovemor of 
Lonisiana on difibrent gionnds from the else- 
tion returns is very noteworthy. 
The official 
retoms are the only legal evidenoe in any 
such case. 
Attempto to decide who was 
elected on any other data are mere conjecture 
and guess work. 
The President ought to be 
not merely relieved by law, but to be pre­ 
cluded by law, from usurping the dntiee of a 
State board of oanvassers and sssnming an 
authority which they do not possess of de­ 
claring the result without reference to the re­ 
turns. 
He should be striotly forbidden to 
interfere, directly or indireotly, with the can­ 
vassing of the returns, and bound by strict 
statute to recognize the State officers whom 
the Canvassing Board declares elected until 
Congress can review the question. 
Had such 
a law been in force in 1872 the MoEnery gov­ 
ernment would have been peaceably installed 
and Congress would never have interfered to 
disturb it 
All these troubles have grown out 
of the neceesity the President was under to 
act under statutes passed without reference to 
this class of cases and which ought to be 
rendered obsolete by new and timely laws, 
adapted to the present circumstances of the 
country.

A man whose word is worthless daring life 
is often believed in death, and thus the dying 
confession of one of the burglars shot at Bay 
Ridge, L. L, yesterday morning, that he and 
his comrade were the kidnappers of Charley 
Ross, is generally accepted as truth. 
He had 
no motive for lying ; he was dangerously 
wounded aud knew that hs must die. 
This 
man, Douglas, desired that the little money in 
his possession should be applied to procuring 
him a decent funeral, and said that his dead 
companion had stolen the boy and that he 
was his assistant in the deed. 
It is strange 
how the punishment of one crime leads to the 
detection of another, and there is reason to 
hope that the tragic death of these daring men 
may result in the restoration of Charley Ross 
to his parents. 
Unless Douglas, in the moment of death, 
added an unmeaning aud wanton fj|^hood to 
his other sins, there is no cause to doubt that 
he and Mosher were the abductors of the child 
for whom, during five months, unavailing 
search has been made. The police authorities 
now state that they bad suspected these men, 
and had been in search for them; and that 
this is not merely an idle boost is shown by 
our full report of the facts to-day. 
The Su­ 
perintendent of the New York police is said 
to have supposed Mosher and Douglas to be 
the kidnappers from the description given of 
them. 
There is, therefore, good reason, be­ 
sides the confeseiou of the dying man, to be­ 
lieve that the perpetrators of the crime have 
been discovered, and the recovery of the child 
onght to be the consequence. 
The motive for further concealment is de- 
stroyed by the death of the principals. 
The 
storm of indignation which followed the kid­ 
napping was wholly unexpected by tbeM men, 
and they became afraid of the consequences 
of their own deed. 
They did not Aire to 
surrender the child. 
But some person must 
have been in the oonfidenoe of Mosher, and 
08 he is beyond aU hnman power to harm, 
and as nothing now is to be gained by the 
retention of the boy, nothing risked by his 
restoration, it is probable that person will 
soon appear. 
The police have a clew now 
which they 
can hardly 
lose, 
and, un­ 
less 
Charley 
Roes 
has 
been 
killed, 
which there 
is every resMon to doubt, 
he is 
likely to 
bo 
soon 
restored to 
his family. 
Thus a happy ending may bo 
hoped for a domestic tragedy which has 
thrilled every home in America and has be­ 
come, by its mysterious aud exceptional nature, 
almost a national sorrow. 
If it were a 
romance it would not be believed, and as a 
true story it stands almost alone in the crimi­ 
nal annals of our day. 


How to Clean tn« Streets. 
In Paris the streets and their contents are 
evidently contemplated in a very different 
light from that in which they appear to the 
eyes of our municipal authorities. 
Here the 
great problem is how to get somebody who 
will clean them for the least sum, though this 
“least" sum is a very large one—indeed, con­ 
sidering the service, a fabulous figure. In 
Paris the problem is who shall have the privi­ 
lege of cleaning the streets and who will pay 
the most for it. 
With us dirty streets seem 
the one intolerable and unmanageable burden 
of life. In Paris the streets are contemplated 
as a sort of mine, the property of the author­ 
ities, and the right to work this perpetual 
mine as a valuable franchise that competing 
capitalists bid for. 
Contractors purchase the 
mud of the Paris streets, and the present con­ 
tractors pay for it $120,000 per annum. 
The terms of the purchase are that the con­ 
tractors shall sweep up the filth and carry it 
away, and that the men whom they pay to 
perform this service shall be under the orders 
of the city authorities. 
Manufactured into 
fertilizers the material thua bought 
for 
$120,000 ia sold for $600,000. And we pay 
enormous sums every year to have our mine 
cleaned out and its product carried away as

The inveatigation of the bribery suspected 
to have been practised by this company in 
procuring the annual eubsidy of five hundred 
thoQsaiMl dollars in 1872 is expected to pro­ 
ceed before the Committee on Ways and Means 
to.KÍay by the examination of Richard B. 
Irwin, the most important witness and the 
supposed agent of the company in placing 
money where it would “do most good.” Pub­ 
lic expectation is active in relation to Mr. 
Irwin’s disclosures in oonsequenoe of the ex­ 
traordinary means that have been thought 
neoeesary for securing his atiéndanos. When 
the first m^pcena was issued to him last week 
he could not be found, and it was feared that 
he intended to slip away to Europe on one of 
the steamers which sailed on Saturday. 
The 
Sergoant-al-Arms of the House was accord­ 
ingly ordered to proceed to New York, 
arrest Irwin 
for 
contempt 
and 
bring 
him 
to 
Washington. 
The 
arrest 
was 
made at the Hoffman House on Saturday, 
and irwin, who was suffering or feigning ill­ 
ness, was kept under guard by Sergeant-at- 
Arms Ordway aud his assistant until yester­ 
day morning, when they set out with Irwin 
for Washington, where he is expected to tes­ 
tify lo-ilay. 
It appears from the testimony of Mr. Hatch 
before the committee, on Saturday, that the 
records of the company show that checks 
' amounting to seven hundred and fifty thou­ 
sand dollars were drawn to the order of 
Irwin in May, 1872, when the Pacific Mail 
subsidy was pending in Congress. Mr. Hatch 
swears that he has no knowledge of the 
purpose for which those checks were given or 
of ^ e uses to which the money was applied. 
Irwin, 0; course, knows, but he may not 
be able to tell without criminating himself, 
aud may prefer imprisonment for contempt in 
refusing to answer to the penalties to which 
a full statement of the troth might expose 
him. 
The company fell under suspicion soon 
alter the subsidy was obtained, and at the 
next session an investigation was moved by 
Mr. Randall and ordered by the House. 
It 
bad proceeded but a little way when the 
Forty-second Congress expired, and the tes­ 
timony was sealed up for the Forty-third Con­ 
gress, which was so engrossed by the cur­ 
rency debates last winter that it did not re­ 
new the investigation. 
The recent trouble in 
the affairs of the company recalled attention 
to the subject, and an investigation was 
promptly ordered at the beginning of this 
session. 
The recent letter of Mr. John Roach, de­ 
fending and lauding the company, has no 


I real bearing on the subject of this investi­ 
gation. 
Mr. 
Roach is 
probably 
under 
a 
bias in fovor of a company 
which 
is his best customer, as he is the builder 
of its new ships ; but no one doubts that he 
states his honest opinion of the merits 
of the company. 
Nobody 
suspects him 
of using improper influences with members 
of Congress, and it is not likely that Irwin 
and bis employers made Mr. Roach a confi­ 
dant in their lobbying schemes for getting the 
subsidy. 
The advantages to commerce and the 
shipbuilding interest which he seta forth are 
irrelevant to the question of bribery which 
the Committee on Ways and Means has under­ 
taken to investigate. 
But if the bribery 
should be proved by valid evidence the sub­ 
sidy would doubtless be withdrawn, which 
would ruin the company and extinguish the 
hopes of all the applicanto for Congressional 
aid at this session. 
The keenest interest wUl 
therefore be felt in the testimony of Irwin, to 
be taken to-day. 
This ugly crisis in the aflhirs of the com­ 
pany affords a fresh demonstration of the im­ 
prudence of President Graot in accepting 
its invitation last summer to the expen­ 
sive and ostentatious 
trial 
trip of the 
City of Peking. 
The 
arraignment 
of 
the company 
for 
bribing 
its 
subsidy 
througn Congress 
reflects an unpleasant 
light on the great excursion, in which the 
President allowed himself to be paraded as 
the chief recipient of its profuse hospitality. 
If the charges now under investigation are 
true the purpose of those prodigal attentions 
to the President and other officers of the gov­ 
ernment must have been to make friends in 
high quarters and lay up a store of official 
good will to shield the past from exposure 
and faciliUte future raids on the Treasury. 
That flauuting and expensive pleasure trip 
was made at the expense of the taxpayers of 
the United States. 
It did not become a beg­ 
ging company to spend the people’s money in 
junketing magnificence, and it became the 
President still less to give them his counte­ 
nance and accept their scheming courtesies. 
We trusthe will learn sufficient caution from 
what is now transpiring to save him from 
falling again into such thonghtless impro­ 
prieties.

With our extensive territory and one lan­ 
guage and generally one law on all the ordi­ 
nary points of human difficulty we are scarcely 
able to comprehend the troubles that beset 
mortality in Europe, where one railroad jour­ 
ney may carry the traveller In a day or two 
through 
three or 
four nations of dif­ 
ferent language, 
different law and dif­ 
ferent views of life generally. 
Difficult 
as it often is with us to locate responsi­ 
bility and secure redress for injuries, we are 
at least relieved from the very great embar­ 
rassment in such pursuit that one always 
finds on the frontier of a foreign country. 
It 
is, therefore, rather with benevolent curiosity 
than with personal interest that wa may con­ 
template the endeavors of sociSty In Europe 
to secure the International recognition of 
some definite general principles for the satis­ 
faction of grievances against railway com­ 
panies. 
Suppose a manufacturer of fancy 
articles in Paris fills an order for goods to be 
delivered in Prague. 
He ships his case at 
i^aris by a French company. 
At the frontier 
it goes into the hands of a Pmssian company, 
which passee it on to the Nassau or the 
Hessian company; and that, in turn, gives 
it to the Bavarian company, which gives it to 
the Austrian company, which, perhaps, passes 
it on to Prague. 
But it may get to Prague 
badly damaged, or it may not get there at all 
In either case who is responsible?

sué the company that delivers a damaged 
package it proves that it received the package 
in a damaged state. 
You sue the next with a 
similar result, and the next, till you get 10 the 
first of the series, and that company perhaps 
proves that the package left its bauds in per­ 
fect condition. 
With six suits determined 
against him a man is very apt to be sorry 
that he ever owned a package. 
It is to deter­ 
mine a whole category of difficulties of this 
nature that an international railroad con­ 
gress is called for to consider the propriety of 
establishing some rules and usages on the 
basis of common consent 
One of the rules 
proposed is that the company which delivers 
shall be responsible and shall have its remedy 
against any other company, as it is supposed 
that this wiU secure discrimination as to the 
condition of goods received. 
In the case of 
the absolute loss of goods the company which 
first received them will perhaps 
be held 
accountable. 


Thz Louisiana T roubles.—'The situation 
in New Orleans has not been materially 
changed by the events of yesterday. The Re- 
turning Board met and proceeded to transact 
business by investigating certain charges of 
fraud; but before any progress had been made 
the presiding officer, Governor Wells, ro- 
ceived information that the White Leaguers 
were in the vicinity and contemplated an at­ 
tack. 
Upon the ground that he could not 
proceed with the canvass under the threat of 
violence, and that he did not wish to appeal 
to the United Statee troops for protection. 
Governor Wells compelled the Board to ad­ 
journ till eleven o’clock to-day. 
Nothing 
has therefore been done by either party, but 
the excitement ia undiminished, and the dan­ 
ger of trouble is not removed. 
The Board 
of Retoms is evidently afraid to act, and the 
White Leaguers watch it closely. 
If any 
overt act of violence is committed the United 
States military force is sore to interfere, and 
such a necessity will be universally deprecated. 
Louisiana can win no good by revolution, and 
one blow may make her condition more des­ 
perate.

UNITED STATES SXTPBEUE COURT. 


Washinoton, Dec. 14, ISTA 
The United States Supreme Court to-day ren­ 
dered the following decisions:— 
No. 460. Cannon vs. The City of New Orleans— 
Error to the Supreme Court of Louisiana.-lu mis 
case tbe Court hotUs m at tbe ordinance of the city 
01 New Orleans, imposing levee dues on vessels 
wi.lch stop at the wharves 01 the city or moor lu 
tbe waters of the Mississippi River, wlthia the 
city limits, is not a cumpensatlon lor the use of 
the Wharves, but a tax upon such vessels for 
the 
privilege of 
landing 
or 
mooring, 
and 
thus viewed, as the assessment of the tax is 
measnred by tbe tonnage ot vessels. It fails directly 
wiihin that ctuuse of the consiituiiun prohibiting 
a State from laying such a duty without the con­ 
sent of Congress. It Is conceded that a munici­ 
pality, bnliding wharves and piers for the use of 
commerce, may properly require some compensa- 
ilon iruin vessels using them; but It Is said that 
In BO doing caie should be taken not to go beyoud 
the sphere of State authority as limited by tne 
federal oonsmuUoa. Reversed. Mr. Justice 5ül- 
ler delivered the opmion.

No. 77. Florida Railroad Company vs. Smith and 
Latrobe—Error to

road bridge, htflding that tbe aeiGnc^

number of the morbidly cnrlons. The most im­ 
portant cases disposed of were those ot Louis 0. 
Walrabe, alias Lonls Meyer, tne notorious Grange 
Mountain burglar; RIohard Barrett, hU alleged 
aocompUce; Jamea R. Oilmore, who, under the 
nom Oe plume ol ‘ Bdmnnd Klrke,” wrote "Among 
the Plnea” “The Life of Jesus” and other Uterary 
works; and James Conroy, tbe assailant of An­ 
thony J. Comstock, of tbe United States Postal 
Department. 
First, alter the dUposiUon of a 
batch of minor County JaU cases, came that oT 
“DIOI’» BARRETT. 
This man, who is conTeaseuiy a bad man and has 
a very unaavory appearance, was indicted, tried 
and convicted lor being an accompUce of Louis 0, 
Wall abe, the Orange Mountain burglar. The con­ 
viction was on five indictmeotA Subsequent to 
Barrett’s trial and conviction anotner alleged ac­ 
complice was pnt upon trial, a young man named 
Mccarragber. McCarragher got clear by the “skin 
or his teeth,” and, as is believed, the use of some 
money, which opened tne eyes of Jersey JusUce 
so 
as 
to 
find 
testimony 
said 
to 
be 
lost, but 
which, 
when 
lound. fully 
exon­ 
erated McCarragher. it was then esiablisiied 
that Walrabe, who had tnrned State’s evidence in 
me hope of having his sentence cut down low, 
had borne false witness against both McCarragher 
and Barrett. 
The latu r on bis trial stoutly pro­ 
tested his Innocence, pleaded bis own case, o\it 
the testimony of Walrabe was positive, and Bar­ 
rett was convicted in a lew mlnnteA 
Yesterday 
counsellor M. U. Kenny, on behalf of Barrett, 
moved for a new trial ou tbe ground ol bis not 
having been convicted on legal evidence. 
Tbe 
counsellor produced testimony satlslactury to the 
Court that Walrabe had perjured himself twice— 
lu me McCarragher case and in swearing that be 
had never been In State Prison, when be had, as 
Louis Meyer, for ooniiterieiiing. 
It was charged, 
too, m at Walrabe was governed by mauce in hia 
tesiimony against Barrett. 
With much effect me 
connsellor uegged for mercy, quoting Portia’s 
famous appeal, “The quauty of mercy Is not 
strained,” Ac. After deliberation tbe court said 
IV was satisfied Walrabe was not a witness in 
whom any confidence could be placed, but was 
satisfied with the corroborative evidence In me 
Terwiueger case agamst Barrett, and on this in­ 
dictment reiused to grant a new trial, but would 
lu me other tour cases. On this case he was sen­ 
tenced to five years In State Prison. According to 
counsel, tbe only corroborative evideuce against 
Barrett is the findtng to hia possession of a small 
case used by shoemakers to keep ttieir awls. Bar­ 
rett acconnted tor the possession of this by saying 
Walrabe gave it to mm in payment oi a small 
debt. 
WALRABB’8 CASE

No one can read your history and not discover by 
every tie that bound nations of one blood and of 
one race wltbout seeing that nothlug could be so 
destructive and ol so great an evil as slavery.

CONFEDERATE PIEI.INO. 
I was introduced last week by a lederal general 
to a conlederaie general on the floor oi the House. 
J heard them say, as I went along, that they were 
fighting in different camps. And they were talking 
over the battles in which they had been opposed 
to each other, and they said that u there was 
iinv difficulty now It was not between those who 
fought, but It was between tbose who had not 
fought. (lAoghter and applause.) 
As regards tbe 
master and slave, I do not deny that It was 
a most terrible problem and a most difflcult prob­ 
lem for you to deal with.
